Panic, While Trains 


Rush to Rescue-Shock Felt 


for Miles. 


BRAZIL;, Ind., Oct. 15.—From twenty to forty persons 'dead 


and dying, six hundred persons injured and every house in Fontanet 
destroyed, rendering several hundred people homeless, is the result 
of an explosion of the powder in the mills of the Dupont Powder 
Company, near Fontanet, at 9:15 o'clock today. The first explosion 
occurred in the glazing mill of the plant at 9:16. Quickly following 
the other mills blew up, there being three distinct concussions at in- 
tervals of a few minutes. 


In the mills at the time seventy-five or eighty men were at work. 


When the glazing mill went up the men ran-for their lives from the 
other mills and many thus escaped death, but received serious in- 
juries. At the first explosion the inhabitants of the town, ran from 
the buildings and thus saved themselves. No one was killed in the

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Trusts Cinching Domestic Consumers 


Since District Attorney Brown gave out the information that he 


was watching the dairymen's trust organized 
in this county to 


control the milk supply and which-recently decided to advance the 
prices of delivery to consumers, and that it was his purpose to bring 
its methods to the attention of the grand jury, in order that its mem- 
bers may be indicted and criminal proceedings instituted against 
them under the Cartwright anti-trust law, the combine in dairy pro- 
ducts generally has been alarmed and is beginning to hedge. Some 
time ago the intimation was thrown out that the retail price of butter 
would be raised this winter to fifty cents per pound. It had been 
actually advanced to forty-five cents per pound before the district 
attorney pave publicity to his anti-trust intentions, and if he had 
remained silent a week or two longer it would doubtless have reached 
the fifty-cent mark. But immediately after the announcement was 
published that he was preparing to proceed against the dairy trust, 
there was a sudden drop of seven and one-half cents per pound in the 
retail price of butter. Some of those who have hitherto mercilessly 
fleeced consumers are evidently getting- under cover by breaking away 


from their trust relations. 


Consumers of dairy products have been justly complaining of the 


manner in which they were being systematically fleeced. There was, 
however, no relief obtainable apparently, until the Cartwright law 
went into effect. 
A change of milkmen produced no change in the 


character of the product delivered Trie pastures are today as good 
as ever they were and the breeds of cattle stocking the dairy farms 
have beer graded up to the highest standard of milk and butter pro- 
duction. But for \ears dairymen have been vieing with one another 


in the delivery of the poorest milk. What with watering and strip- 
ping the riilk \ielcled by their cows of the cream before delivery, the 
article tin1 consumer gets is very little better than what is sold as 
'•skimmed milk." As a matter of common knowledge no milk is de- 
livered to any consumer in this city today which has not been passed 
through the separator and strippel of most of the cream. And yet 
the retail price of milk is higher than it was thirty years ago, when 
milk was deln creel consumers \\ith all the wealth of cream it con- 
tained when it was dra\\n from the cow. 


Consumers are suffering also fiom an egg and poultry trust which 


has secured contracts from the associated poultrymen of Petaluma 
and other places where the poultrj raising is an established industry, 
for their entire annual product at a fixed rate per dozen. 
For a 


brief period in the early summer eggs are sold below what they cost 
the trust, because the yield is in excess of the needs of the market 
and the capacity of the trust's cold storage plants. But during the 
rest of the >ear, the consumer is bled to the limit. 


Householders are the victims of trusts in nearly every other 


necessity of life 
A British Columbia trust has control practically of 


the fuel riarket and consumer;, must pay today from S14 to $20 per 
ton for coal which was a few years ago considered dear at half the 
price. A local meat trust was broken here at the time the Cart- 
wright law went into effect. 
So was the local drug trust. Both of 


them wer" destroyed by attempting to punish members for infractions 
of trust regulations. 


It is high time, however, that all of the unlawful local combina- 


tions orginizcd for the restraint of trade in the necessaries of life 
should be disrupted, for their operations are making the cost of living 
here nearly double what it ought to be \\hen compared with what it 
was before the trusts were formed

bids for American coal and its transportation in American bottoms 
to the ports of delivery. Their purpose has been defeated, however, 
for the port collectors have been notified that coal imported for the 
government is not subject to the tax under the special provisions 
made by Congress. 
It would have been a positn ely fool law if it 


had been otherwise. 


Curbs and Crosswalks. 


Two survivals of Oakland's village state remain to offend its 


progressive citizens, namely, the wooden curb and the plank cross- 
walk. Both ought to be abolished. The curb does not last more 
than four or five years and the traffic is so great on the streets 
provided with wooden crosswalks that they have to be renewed 
annually. Neither one is anything better than a temporary expedient 
whose first cost seems to be cheap, but the frequency with which 
it must be renewed makes it vastly the most expensive. Xo \\oodcn 
curb should be authorized to be laid on any street. 
It should be 


either concrete or granite. At the present price of lumber the first 
cost of a concrete curb is but a trifle in excess of that of one of red- 
wood; but it has the advantage of being a permanent improvement 
once it is constructed. 


British Naval Object Lesson. 


The enormous strength of Great Britain's navy is about to be 


displayed in the Xorth Sea and tnglish channel, by the assembling 
there of nhat is known as the home defense fleet. The latter com- 
prises on'y warships in regular commission patroling the seas in the 
immediate vicinity of the British isles, but not including the Deven- 
porl and Portsmouth di\isions. This home defense fleet numbers 110 
pennants and is accompanied b> 
twenty-six battleships, fifteen 


armored cruisers, several protected 
cruisers, numerous auxiliary 


vessels <vid forty-eight torpedo boats. The fleet is under the com- 
mand of Lord Charles Beresford, and when the assembling of its 
various parts is completed it will represent an aggregation of naval 
power greater than all the immediate available resources of any 
other two nations in Europe. 


Great Britain has a well defined but unexpressed and usually 


veiled purpose in making these occasional displays of 
her naval 


strength. 
Onlinarih, they arc meant as object lessons for some 


other nation \\lucli may be at that particular time maturing a policy 
tmlriendlv to Great Britain and which, if continued, must result 
in war. 
\bout two > ears ago the German Emperor was reputed to 


be study ng plans for the invasion of Britain. It was followed by 
Lord Bciesford's suggestion of reorganizing the home defense fleet! 
and the establishment of naval stations on the shores of the North i 
Sea to facilitate its mobilization. It was at the time intimated that' 
the KaiM-r would regard the establishment of a naval base on the | 
North Sta as a menace to Germany. Diplomatic assurances were j 
given that nothing unfriendly to Germany was involved in the pro-1 
ceeding and the incident closed. It put an end, however, to any 
further tilk about the feasibility of 
German invasion 
of 
Great] 


Britain. 
I 


But the British government proceeded at once to carry out its 


plans of naval reorganization and the mobiliration of the home de- 
fense Sett. 
Meantime, the Kaiser has been again airing his longj 


cherisher ambition to build a large navy. When he first exploited j 
his naval plans he made no concealment of the fact that they were 
not basei1 upon any spirit of friendship for Britain. On that account 
the British government probably considers this to be an opportune 
time to give a public exemplification of the effectiveness of the new 
home defense fleet mobilization plans, as a special object lesson for 
the German Emperor's benefit.

The proposed street will be adjacent to 


the bulkhead line, running In a general 
line north and south. 
The bulkhead line 


Is about half a mile from the present 
shore line, and tho intervening tide lands, 
now under private control save for that 
portion where the city controls the wharf- 
ing-out privileges will ultimately be filled 
In, Just as the land above Bast street in 
San Francisco was made. 
This proposed street, according to an- 


nouncement made by City Engineer F. C. 
Turner, will make accessible every por- 
tion of the water front on the west. 
As 
further avenues of communication, the i 
city also will condemn Intersecting streets 
from the present western extension of 
streots to this SOO foot street. 
The ex- 


tended highways will be Seventh, Four- 
teenth, Twenty-second and B streets, and 
will afford Immediate communication be- 
tween all sections of the dock and wharf 
sites on the harbor edge and the bus- 
iness section of the city. 


TO CROSS TWO MOLES. 
The new water front street will cross 


the Southern Pacific mole and the West- 
ern Pacific holdings and will skirt the 
railroad yards of the Southern Pacific 


in time all that portion in Oakland east 
of the western bulkhead line will be filled 
In. "When that is done we will be estab- 
lished beyond the possibility of being 
shut off by any private interests. 
The 


plan is feasible and simple from an en- 
gineering standpoint.
